IS moſt Renowned and much Lamented Monarch, 
whoſe Life and Actions I am now going to relate, 
was the Son of William Naſſau, the ſecond Prince 
II of Orange, and was born at the Hague, Nov. 4. 
1650. Eight days after the Death of his Father, the Lords 
States General of Holland and Zealand, and the Cities of 
De! f, and Leyden, and Amſterdam, being his Godfathers. 
This Noble Prince in his Youth was adorned with all the noble 
Virtues and Graces of his noble Progenitors, and fo bahaved 
" himſelf, as if Heaven had defign'd him the publick Father of 
Europe, and a reſtorer of the Rights and Liberties ofthe Pro- 
teſt ant Intereſt, againſt whom many malicious and diſſaffected 
Perſons did daily rebel, from whom he ſuffered many and 
reat Affronts. And in the Year 1672. Lewis the 14th of 
Wh his inveterate Enemy, did contribute much toward 
his Exaltation, but not intentionally, for he having like a 
rapid Torrent, over-run the Batavian Republick, the Inha- 
bitants of the Provinces fearing that nothing would enſue 
but Ruin and Deſtruction, were uneaſie till they had obliged 
* States to inveſt this noble Prince in the Dignities of 
bis Anceſtors, and made him Captain and Admiral of the 
"United Provinces, who preſently went to action againſt the 
French: But ſtill were not the United Provinces ſatisſied un- 
til he was advanced to Statholderſhip alſo : Upon which an 
Act drawn up and read in the publick Hall by the Secreta- 
xy, declaring His Highnels the Province of Orange, Stat- 
holder, Captain and Admiral, General by Sea and Land, 
with all the Power his Anceſtors had enjoyed, to the greas

with the loſs of 60 Men; for which great Victory his High- . 
neſs was highly applauded by the Inhabitants of that Country, Af. 
In 1673. were the Dutch again aſſailed by the French with whe 
2 numerous Army; and in May the French aſſay'd to beſiege tet. 
Maſtricht with 42000 Men, but were quickly defeated, and of 
1 of their braveſt Soldiers ſlain, with an incredible num- the 
er of their beſt Officers, And then he marched to Naerden jm; 
and there beat the French from tlieir Works, and forced them he 
to ſurrender the Town: After which he went to Boone, and 
there gave the French a diſmal Blow, cauſing them after they 
had lot moſt of their Men, to ſurrender ; all which Exploits Au. 
ained this Noble Monarch much Honour and Applauſe. to 
In Auguft 1674. he gained a ſignal Victory at Nivelle, 
where he behaved himſelt with ſuch Courage and Magna- 
nimity, that his Adverlaries themſelves ſtood amazed to be- 
hold it, and his Conntry-men aſcribed the whole Conqueſt 
to his Courage and Conduct; and General Sarches in 
4 Letter to the States of Holland, informs them, That he be- 
haved himſelf with the prudence of anAged Captain, the Cou- 
tage of a Cefar, and the undaunted Bravery of a Marius. 
After this he marched with his whole Army to Mons, and 
having pat them in Quarters, and afterwards defeated bis

„and proceeded to defeat his Enemies, as formerly 
n fieging Maſtricht, and there animating his Soldiers by 
d his Preſence, where he received a Shot in his Arm, but 
- "yer conceal'd it from his Soldiers, leſt fearing the worſt, 
n it ſhould prove a diſcouragement unto them. Such was 

the Valour and Courage of this Renowned Prince; nay, 
ſuch was his Courage, that he oftentimes expos*'d him- 
+ ſelf in Perſon, and that in ſuch Eminent Dangers, that the 
States delired him to be more tender of himſelf for the 
future. 8 


Thus having given you a ſhort, but true Account of 
the Noble Atchivements, and Proſperous Succeſs of this 
Noble Prince in his younger years; let us take a viex 
of him in England, whither he came in 1677, and
